The lower the per- 
mitted. level the more the amount 
of “industrial capital equipment” 
available as reparations, When 
the task of fixing the level was 
undertaken by the Allied Control 
Commission there were sharp 
differences of — view. The 
Americans were still influenced 
by the so-called “Morgenthau 
doctrine" which envisaged - the 
conversion of Germany into a 
pre-dominantly agricultural coun- 
try with its industry reduced to a 
minimum.
